Full  Slata  of 
Activities  Set 

Harrel  Haile,  director  of  alum- 
ni and  placement  at  Northwest- 
ern, has  announced  preliminary 
plans  for  the  college's  annual 
Homecoming  celebration  Nov.  16. 

This  year's  Homecoming  theme 
is  "Northwestern  State  College: 
Spanning  the  Years,  1884-1968." 
Classes  to  be  honored  this  year 
are  the  graduates  of  1908,  1918, 
1928,    1938,    1948,    1958   and    1968. 

Among  the  groups  receiving 
special  recognition  during  the 
day  will  be  the  Gulf  States  Con- 
ference basketball  championship 
team  of  1948.  Several  early  grad- 
uates of  Northwestern,  known 
then  as  Louisiana  State  Normal 
College,  have  also  been  invited 
and  are  expected  to  attend. 

No  parade  is  scheduled  this 
year,  but  an  extensive  campus 
decoration  project  is  planned. 
Cash  prizes  will  be  offered  for 
the  best  dormitory  displays  and 
decorations. 

The  day  begins  with  the 
Alumni  Coffee  and  Registration 
from  9  until  11  a.m.  in  the  Stu- 
dent Union  Ballroom.  Tours  of 
the  campus  will  also  be  held  from 
9  until   11   a.m. 

At  11:30,  campus  visitors  will 
go  to  Prather  Coliseum  for  the 
Alumni  Barbecue.  Alumni  are 
urged  this  year  to  bring  their 
children  in  order  to  make  Home- 
coming at  Northwestern  "'a  fam- 
ily affair." 

The  highlight  of  the  day  will 
be  the  football  game  between 
Northwestern  and  the  University 
of  Southwestern  Louisiana  at 
2:30  p.m.,  when  the  Homecoming 
queen  and  court  will  be  pre- 
sented. 

Other  activities  during  the 
morning  include  a  meeting  of  the 
Alumni  Association  Board  of  Di- 
rectors at  9:30  a.m.,  and  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Graduate  N  Club  at 
10:30.  New  officers  will  be 
elected  by  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion at  the  barbecue.

Plan  to  Attend  Alumni  Barbecue  at  Homecoming 
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College  Installs 
New  Seismograph 

A  new  seismological  observa- 
tory has  been  installed  and  put 
into  operation   at  Northwestern. 

John  Waskom,  head  of  the  De- 
partment of  Geology  at  North- 
western, said  the  seismological 
equipment  is  the  first  station  to 
be  installed  in  North  Louisiana 
and  is  only  the  second  in  the 
state. 

A  cinderblock  building  has 
been  constructed  on  the  southern 
edge  of  the  Northwestern  campus 
to  house  the  observatory,  and  the 
sensitive  seismological  equipment 
has  been  installed  on  a  16  ton, 
six  by  six  foot  concrete  pier.. 

The  actual  equipment  for  the 
observatory  was  obtained  by 
Northwestern  on  a  permanent 
loan  from  the  United  States 
Coastal  Geodetic  Survey  in 
Washington,  D.  C. 

Waskom  said  the  observatory 
will  be  used  primarily  for  re- 
search purposes.  He  said  earth- 
quakes and  earth  tremors  will  be 
recorded  in  the  observatory  as 
part  of  a  worldwide  network  of 
recording  stations. 

Northwestern's  station  will  be 
operated  by  Waskom  and  Nolan 
LeBlanc,  a  graduate  student  from 
Port  Allen.  The  seismological  net- 
work around  the  world  is 
directed  and  coordinated  by  the 
Coastal  and  Geodetic  Survey. 

In  operation  24  hours  a  day  365 
days  a  year,  the  observatory  will 
be  used  to  study  the  nature  and 
causes  of  light  tremors  in  Louis- 
iana and  neighboring  states, 
which   Waskom  said   were  rare. 

Northwestern's  observatory  in- 
cludes at  the  present  time  only 
an  up-down  component.  Plans 
call  for  the  addition  of  North- 
South  and  East-West  components 
at  a  later  date. 

Waskom  said  the  station  will 
record  both  primary  and  second- 
ary waves  throughout  the  world. 
He  said  the  observatory  will  re- 
cord waves  of  all  types  which 
travel  through  the  body  of  the 
earth  and  will  also  record  some 
waves  around  the  surface  of  the 
earth.

Fall  Semester  Enrollment  Hits 
Record  High  of  6,555  Students 


Northwestern's  fall  semester 
enrollment  reached  an  all-time 
record  of  6,555,  according  to 
President  Arnold  R.   Kilpatrick. 

The  fall  registration  total  is  an 
increase  of  224  students  over  the 
enrollment  during  the  fall  se- 
mester of  1967.  Kilpatrick  said 
the  registration  figures  include 
more  full-time  students  than  at 
any  time  in  the  84-year  history 
of  the  college. 

All  of  the  college's  five  under- 
graduate schools  recorded  enroll- 
ments of  more  than  900  students, 
with  the  exception  of  the  School 
of  Nursing. 

The  breakdown  by  schools 
shows  2,013  in  the  School  of  Ed- 
ucation; 995  in  Science  and  Tech- 
nology; 983  in  Business;  931  in 
Liberal  Arts  and  340  in  Nursing. 

Northwestern's  Graduate  School 
enrollment  this  fall  is  1,293.  Kil- 
patrick said  the  effect  of  the 
draft  on  the  graduate  enrollment 
at  Northwestern  was  not  as 
severe  as  anticipated.  Northwest- 
ern's Graduate  School  is  the 
largest  of  any  college  or  univer- 
sity under  the  State  Board  of 
Education. 

This  year's  freshman  class  of 
2,000  students  is  the  largest  num- 
ber of  first-year  students  ever 
recorded  at  Northwestern. 

Another  breakdown  of  the  figures 
shows  an  enrollment  of  3,502 
men  and  3,053  women. 

The  increase  in  enrollment  this 
fall  has  been  felt  throughout  the 
campus.  C.  L.  Starnes,  director 
of  housing,  reported  that  some 
old  dormitories,  which  had  been 
closed  for  the  past  two  years, 
had  to  be  reopened  in  order  to 
accomodate  the  large  number  of 
students   living   on   campus. 

There  are  3,502  students  housed 
on  campus  this  semester,  which 


is  an  increase  of  some  150  over 
last  year  and  is  the  largest  num- 
ber of  students  ever  housed  on 
the   Northwestern   campus. 

Living  in  dormitories  this  fall 
are  1,660  women  and  1,842  men. 
This  compares  with  1,574  women 
and  1,794  men  last  year. 

Some  9,750  meals  a  day  are 
being  served  to  students  in  the 
college's  two  dining  facilities.  The 
3,250  students  holding  campus 
meal  tickets  is  an  increase  of 
more  than  200  last  fall. 

Campus  Security  reports  that 
2,500  student  cars  are  registered 
on  the  campus.  Last  fall,  there 
were  2,000  student  cars  registered 
at  the  college. 

The  college  bookstore  has  sold 
35,000  books  since  registration  as 
compared  to  some  31,000  last 
fall.  The  sale  of  class  supplies 
in  the  bookstore  is  up  about  30 
percent. 

Kilpatrick  said,  "All  of  us  at 
Northwestern  are  proud  that  so 
many  students  and  parents 
throughout  the  state  have  ex- 
hibited such  great  confidence  in 
our  college  and  its  future  despite 
the  fact  that  we  are  operating 
under  the  pressures  of  an  aus- 
terity  budget. 

"We  are  disheartened  because 
some  of  our  students  are  housed 
in  antiquated  dormitories  and  be- 
cause we  have  had  to  cut  back 
on  some  of  our  financial  aid  to 
students.  However,  we  are  work- 
ing this  very  moment  on  plans 
to  increase  our  student  housing 
facilities  and  to  increase  our  ed 
ucational  services  to  the  students. 

"I  am  certain  that  our  fiscal 
difficulties  are  temporary,  and  I 
am  also  certain  that  Northwest- 
ern State  College  will  continue 
to  be  a  leader  in  education  in  the 
South."

Don  Guidry  Paces 
Grid  Statistics 

Senior  quarterback  Don  Gui- 
dry, having  the  best  season  of 
his  career  at  Northwestern, 
paced  the  team's  statistics  after 
six  games. 

Guidry,  from  Church  Point, 
ranked  nationally  in  total  offense 
yardage  with  1,197.  Don  com- 
pleted 63  of  144  passes  for  949 
yards  and  11  touchdowns  and 
had  218  yards  rushing  to  account 
for  more  than  half  of  the  total 
team  output  of  2,360  yards. 

Sophomore  halfback  Tony  Pa- 
pa was  the  rushing  leader  after 
a  half  dozen  contests  with  289 
yards  on  54  carries,  an  average 
of  5.4  yards  a  carry. 

Al  Phillips,  who  caught  seven 
of  Guidry's  scoring  passes,  had  20 
receptions  for  391  yards,  equal- 
ling Vic  Nyvall's  league  leading 
total  of  1967. 

Phillips'  three  TD  catches 
against  Louisiana  Tech  gave  him 
42  points  for  the  season,  tops  on 
the  team  and  among  the  Gulf 
States  Conference  leaders. 

Defensively,  freshman  safety 
Kenny  Hrapmann  distinguished 
himself  by  intercepting  five 
enemy  passes  in  six  games,  good 
enough  for  either  first  or  second 
in  the  GSC. 

Nyvall,  a  1967  all-GSC  selec- 
tion, has  been  slowed  by  a 
shoulder  dislocation,  but  still 
ranked  third  among  Demon 
ground  gainers  and  maintained  a 
great  38.5  average  for  six  kick- 
off  returns. 

Linebacker  Lester  Latino  had 
45  tackles  to  lead  the  Demons 
defensively  through  six  contests.

Demons  Win  Four  of  First  Six  Games; 
Homecoming  Tilt  Big  One  in  GSC  Race 


The  Demon  football  team,  2-1 
after  three  games,  rolled  past 
Northeast  State  and  Cameron 
State  before  dropping  a  42-39 
heart  breaker  to  Louisiana  Tech 
in  the  State  Fair  Classic,  giving 
Northwestern  a  4-2  record  going 
into  its  Nov.  9  Gulf  States  Con- 
ference game  with  McNeese  at 
Lake  Charles. 

Saturday's  Homecoming  clash 
with  the  University  of  South- 
western Louisiana  should  go  a 
long  way  toward  deciding  the 
GSC  championship.  Kickoff  for 
the  Homecoming  battle  is  set  for 
2:30  p.m.  in  Demon  Stadium. 

Northwestern  whipped  the 
Ragin'  Cajuns  24-9  in  1967  at 
Lafayette  in  one  of  the  Demons' 
finest  performances  of  the  sea- 
son. USL  has  a  4-1  record  going 
into  its  Oct.  26  meeting  with  La- 
mar Tech. 

Coach  Glenn  Gossett's  defen- 
sive unit  was  magnificient  in  the 
7-3  win  over  favored  Northeast 
in  the  Demons'  first  conference 
game  of  the  season. 

Northwestern  gave  the  Indians 
only  a  first  quarter  field  goal 
before  quarterback  Don  Guidry 
scored  on  a  four-yard  run  in  the 
second  quarter. 

Five  Demons    got    in    on    the 


scoring  of  Northwestern's  48-7 
romp  past  Cameron.  Guidry 
threw  two  touchdown  passes  to 
split  end  Al  Phillips  and  Richard 
Ware  scored  two  TDs  rushing. 
In  addition,  halfbacks  Tommy 
Wallis  and  Tom  Hagin  and  full- 
back George  Green  hit  paydirt 
as  the  Demon  reserves  had  a  field 
day  most  of  the  evening. 

The  1968  NSC  -  Louisiana  Tech 
battle  will  probably  go  down  as 
the  greatest  in  the  61 -year  his- 
tory of  the  series. 

Northwestern,  its  defense  keep- 
ing the  pressure  on  Tech's  fine 
quarterback  Terry  Bradshaw, 
constructed  a  19-7  half  time  lead 
and  came  from  behind  on  two 
other  occasions  before  Bradshaw 
hit  flanker  Ken  Liberto  on  a 
last-ditch,  82-yard  scoring  pass 
with  25  seconds  left  in  the  game. 

Guidry,  tremendous  in  defeat, 
fired  three  scoring  aerials  to 
Phillips,  the  last  giving  the  De- 
mons a  39-35  lead  with  five 
minutes  left  in  the  game. 

The  Bulldogs  fought  back  after 
the  first  half  to  take  a  short- 
lived 28-26  lead  before  Guidry 
got  the  Demons  back  on  top  in 
the  fourth  period  to  set  up  the 
wildest  finish  since  NSC  and 
Tech  began  their  series  in  1907.

Hildebrand  Optimistic  As  Cagers  Go 
Through  Pre-Season  Drilis  at  Prather 


After  five  weeks  of  practice. 
Northwestern  basketball  coach 
Tynes  Hildebrand  stopped  long 
enough  to  take  a  long,  hard  look 
at  his  1968-69  material.  He  liked 
what  he  saw. 

"We  spent  the  first  two  weeks 
working  strictly  on  fundamentals 
and  patterns,"  Hildebrand  said, 
"and  we  knew  right  then  that 
we'll  be  able  to  score.  However, 
we  have  been  putting  extra  em- 
phasis on  defense,"  he  added. 
"We  have  the  ingredients  to  be  a 
good  ball  club  —  shooting  size 
and  speed — but  it  all  depends  on 
how  well  we  play  defense." 

Northwestern  finished  the 
1967-68  season  with  a  surprising 
12-12  record  and  tied  for  third 
place  in  the  Gulf  States  Confer- 
ence. Hildebrand  has  every  play- 
er back  from  that  team,  a 
couple  of  newcomers  who  can't 
help  but  improve  this  year's 
squad  and  a  flock  of  the  finest 
freshmen  around. 

All  five  starters  who  averaged 
in  double  figures — James  Wyatt, 
Pete  Gray,  Odis  Faust,  Jim  Pef- 
fer  and  Doug  Watts — head  the 
list  of  returnees.  Wyatt  made  the 
All-Gulf  States  Conference  team 
after  scoring  22.2  points  and 
grabbing  19.6  rebounds  a  game, 
and    Gray   won    a   berth   on    the 


dream  team  by  hitting  18.4 
points  on  the  average. 

Charles  Bloodworth,  6-8  and 
230  pounds,  and  6-3  guard  Carl- 
ton Walding  are  both  blue  chip 
talent  who  will  push  the  vet- 
erans  for   starting   positions. 

"We're  working  more  right 
now  on  our  basic  offensive  and 
defensive  patterns,"  Hildebrand 
continued,  "as  well  as  physical 
conditioning.  The  boys  reported 
in  pretty  good  shape;  in  fact, 
we're  farther  along  in  that  phase 
than  we  were  after  five  weeks 
last  year,"  he  said.
